The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "portion of the optical block 
extends through the aperture, the portion of the optical block extending through the aperture 
focusing the incoming Ught rays from the image" of claim 24 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Note that the optical block extending through the aperture is not equivalent to the lens 60 
extending through the aperture 44 to contact the optical block 46, as shown in figure 10. 

The drawings are objected to because: 

The hnes are rough and the reference numerals are of poor quality. 
The dark shading in figure 1 and the darkness of the photograph of figure 7 obfuscates 
the details thereof 

The text in figures 1, 2, 9, 10 and 1 1 are objectionable. 

New corrected drawings are required in this application because the above noted 
deficiencies. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draflsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6, 13, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter that was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Only the embodiment of figure 10 is enabling for applicant's claimed invention. 

The specification states "lens 60 must be in physical contact with the optical block 46 to 
get the desired improvement." The embodiments of figures 6 and 11, claimed in claims 6 and 
13-15, are not supported in combination with the embodiment of figure 10. 



Claim 19 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appHcant regards as 
the invention. Claim 19 fails to further limit base claim 1. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7-9, 1 1, 16-18 and 21-24 are allowed
